LOCAL  AUXILIARIES  DESIRED 

CORRESPONDENTS  AND  REPRESENTATIVE  WANTED 

To  relate  The  Mission  to  Lepers  to  the  whole  church 
at  “The  Home  Base,”  the  definite  organization  of  an 
Auxiliary  of  the  Mission  in  each  city  and  town  in  the 
entire  nation  is  desired  as  an  ultimate  accomplishment. 

Notable  organizations  of  this  kind  were  effected  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago  at  Richmond  and  Charlottesville,  Va., 
at  Pittsburgh,  Oakmont  and  Sewickley  in  Pennsylvania, 
as  well  as  at  Baltimore,  Md.,  Clifton  Springs,  New 
York,  and  elsewhere,  including  far  western  Helena, 
Mont.  Each  of  these  organizations  have  maintained 
close  ties  with  the  work;  and  through  local  efforts,  gifts 
have  been  secured  from  these  communities  in  growing 
sums  each  year.  This  experience  has  proven  the  ef¬ 
ficiency  of  the  Local  Auxiliary. 

As  a  preliminary  to  the  starting  of  a  Local  Auxiliary, 
the  American  Committee  of  The  Mission  to  Lepers  is 
seeking  to  secure  “Correspondents”  in  every  community 
to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Local  Auxiliary  until  such  an 
organization  shall  be  effected. 

I  The  Correspondent  should  be  a  man  or  woman  of 
good  reputation  and  influence  in  the  community,  who 
will  serve  as  a  point  of  contact  with  the  community  for 
the  purpose  of  enlisting  friends  for  the  work,  securing  a 
Representative  in  each  Protestant  Church,  and  pre¬ 
paring  the  way  for  an  Auxiliary.  The  appointment  of 
the  Correspondent  is  to  be  made  by  the  American  Com¬ 
mittee  of  The  Mission  to  Lepers.  This  person  should 
be  some  one  whose  relationship  to  the  local  church  and 
community  would  guarantee  a  balanced  appeal  for  the 
work  for  Lepers.  Denominational  Correspondents  are 
desired  in  the  larger  cities. 


II  The  Representative .  The  Mission  to  Lepers  de¬ 
sires  to  secure  “Representatives”  in  every  Protestant 
Church.  The  Mission  is  an  international  and  inter¬ 
denominational  society  and  is  working  in  hearty  co¬ 
operation  with  all  foreign  mission  boards  of  the  United 
States,  as  well  as  those  in  Europe. 

To  serve  as  the  Representative  of  a  local  Church,  one 
should  secure  the  Pastor’s  approval  and  appointments 
by  the  American  Committee  of  the  Mission,  then  send 
for  literature,  and  undertake  the  following  duties: 

1  The  distribution  of  literature  issued  by  the  Society. 

Some  of  the  publications  are  free;  others  are 
sold  at  cost. 

2  Securing  the  use  of  Programs  for  Leper  Mission 

Meetings  in  Churches  and  Sunday  Schools 
and  Missionary  Societies  of  the  local  Church. 

3  Securing  subscriptions  for  “Without  the  Camp,” 

which  is  the  quarterly  magazine  of  the  Society 
(25c  a  year). 

4  Encouraging,  and  securing  when  possible,  in¬ 

dividual  gifts  for  the  work  among  the  Lepers. 
These  gifts  to  be  transmitted,  when  possible, 
through  a  Local  Auxiliary  Treasurer,  other¬ 
wise  to  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Committee,  Mr.  Fleming  H.  Revell,  158 
Fifth  Avenue,  New  York. 

5  Enlisting  the  help  of  Missionaries  home  on  fur¬ 

lough,  arranging  for  addresses  (or  parts  of 
addresses)  in  connection  with  other  meetings 
that  will  tell  of  the  work  among  the  Lepers. 

6  Encouraging  the  use  of  “In  a  New  Light,”  the 

story  of  the  Leper’s  needs  and  condition  told 
in  dramatic  form.  This  can  be  used  by  or¬ 
ganization  of  young  people  within  the 
Church. 

These  are  some  of  the  ways  in  which  a  Representative 
may  interest  people.  No  one  is  required  to  become 
responsible  for  all  these  lines  of  work.  Whatever  is 
undertaken  by  the  Representative  should  be  with  the 
approval  of  the  Pastor  and  constituted  authorities  of 


the  local  Church,  co-operating  and  not  competing  with 
other  missionary  agencies. 

Ill  The  Auxiliary.  When  not  fewer  than  six  interested 
friends  of  the  work  have  been  enlisted  as  Represent¬ 
atives  of  an  equal  number  of  Churches,  or  when  repre¬ 
sentatives  have  been  secured  in  a  majority  of  the 
Churches  in  a  small  town  to  co-operate  with  the  Com¬ 
mittee’s  Correspondent,  they  may  be  organized  as  an 
Auxiliary.  The  purpose  of  the  Auxiliary  shall  be: 

1  To  disseminate  information  concerning  the  work 

done  for  Lepers  and  their  children. 

2  To  enlist  contributors  for  the  support  of  this  work. 

3  To  have  this  work  take  its  proper  place  among  the 

interests  of  the  Church,  and  to  relate  The 
Mission  to  Lepers  to  the  work  of  the  whole 
Church,  using  its  lessons  of  applied  Christian¬ 
ity  to  win  converts  to  missions  in  the  home¬ 
land. 

Of  the  ninety  Asylums  or  Stations  aided  by  The 
Mission  to  Lepers,  thirty  are  under  care  of  Missionaries 
who  have  gone  out  from  the  United  States.  For  these 
the  needs  now  amount  to  $43,800  per  year.  But  this 
is  only  $1.00  every  twelve  minutes  of  the  day  and  night, 
or  $5.00  per  hour.  Let  those  who  can  give  even  small 
sums  be  assured  of  the  large  advantage  in  giving  as  one 
is  able. 

The  Mission  also  provides  Christian  teaching  for 
U.  S.  A.  lepers  in  Louisiana,  California  and  Massachu¬ 
setts. 

Each  Representative  should  keep  in  mind  the  ulti¬ 
mate  object;  that  of  aid  for  the  helpless  Leper,  en¬ 
couraging  small  gifts  as  well  as  larger  contributions. 

A  penny  a  day  from  seven  people,  per  year,  will  place 
a  Leper  in  a  Leper  Asylum. 

$1.00  will  support  a  Leper  for  two  weeks  in  an  Asy¬ 
lum  and 

$25.00  supports  a  Leper  for  one  year. 


All  money  is  applied  directly  to  the  work;  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  the  Missionaries  being  voluntary. 

This  work  is  entirely  supported  by  voluntary  con¬ 
tributions  and  exists  solely  for  the  benefit  of  Lepers 
and  their  children.
